Tor ranee Vet Helped During 
3 Emergencies by Red Cross

William C. Bowman o 
4526 Pacific Coast High 
way, Torrance, remembers 
when he might have gon 
down with three strikes agains 
him were it not for a "frien 
in need" who came throug 
wit;h two hits and a home run 

For thirteen years, Bowma 
was a navy main Boatswai 
First Class  in which capacit 
lie served his country durin 
World War II and the Kore 
police action. In his years o 
active duty, he was called upo 
to meet three major emergen 
cies on the home front, an 
each time the American Re 
Cross came promptly to his aic 

The first time was In 194 
when he received word at th 
Navy Yard in New York Cit 
that his mother was crlticall 
ill in Philadelphia. Because o 
a Red Cross alert, militar 
authorities issued an emergenc, 
leave, and transportation mad 
l>ossible by the Red Cross, en 
abled him to be at his mother' 
bedside in a matter of hours.

Wife III 
Again, in 1944, the Red Cros 

proved the "proverbial friend 
in deed" to Bowman when tin 
life-of his bride of a year, Jean 
was seriously threatened bj 
illness. The young couple were 
speedily re-united.

But, it was the third time, in 
1951, that Bowman, now the 
lather of two small children 
really discovered as he say; 
"how magically the Red Cross 
facilities can and do function to 
solve problems that seem utter 
ly hopeless."

SertoiM Operation 
He was in Fasabe, Japan 

when his wife, living in Lo.« 
Angeles, was informed tha 
necessary surgery would in 
capacitate her for at least six 
months, thus posing a threat to 
the family circle, as there was 
no one to care for the young 
sters.

Through the aid of Red Cross 
officials Bowman arrived in the 
United States "only 72 hours 
after he had been notified of 
his family'* latest predicament 

Nor did the practical assist 
ance end with his arrival a 
home. At the request of Bow 
man's superior officers, Red 
Cross looked into his domestic 
situation, and forwarded a re­ 
port stating that the welfare o 
the family as a whole seemed 
to depend on his^ presence a 
home. ^

A fifteen-day extension of "his 
leave led to a permanent dte 
charge from the Navy. Tha 
was in April, 1952.

At home, ever since, with his 
wife; daughter, Billie Joan, 
and son, Tommy. 7, the 
veteran is now Officer Bowmar 
with the Palos Vcrdes Police
